When the road (now 219) was built about 1926-1927, they (lattcrshell Construction Co.) 
used a real steam shovelfirec by coal or wood and operated by Hr. Carter, father of 
Kathleen seen in a school jicttre. The shovel dumjjed dirt in wooden dump wagons pulled 
by mules to a dumping place—a low place in the nTadway, pull a lever and Ohe dirt fell 
through . Mud was very depo and they whipped the mules with big long whips. They 
worked them sometimes without a collar oad and the shoulders weie bleeding and red 
like hamburger. Several died in the flat area .just up the creek where they were tied 
up -t night. After the road was dragged flat, loads of creek rock wss hauled to tue 
road and gangs of men with sledge hammers cracned the flat rocks into fist site rooks. 
then smaller sires on top and later they hauled limestone cursned rock from over 
Elk Mountain etc for a toopiny before the tar on top. 

A group* of shanties were built out of ragh lumber between the roadway and where the 
old Slatyfork creek road crossed the creek.
